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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on January 3, 2008 has been entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-3, 5-10 12-14, 16, 19, 22, 24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Macpherson et al., U.S. 2005/0100658. 

MacPherson discloses a full color organic electronic display device comprising a substrate (200); 
a first electrode; an emission layer formed of three emission areas (red, green and blue); a hole 
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blocking layer and a second electrode (see Figure 6, paragraph 0023, paragraph 0115 and 
paragraph 0118). Paragraph 0066 discloses that the guest materials for red, blue and green 
emission may have fluorescent or phosphorescent properties. It is disclosed in paragraph 0114 
that the blue emission light can be BAlq or diphenylanthracene derivatives. It is disclosed in 
paragraph 0115 that the blue emission area can also function as a hole blocking layer. The 
reference also discloses that the device comprises electron transport layer. The MacPherson 
reference does not disclose that the first emission area is green and the second area is red. The 
device of the MacPherson reference is a full color device with a full emission spectrum of 400 to 
700 nm. Green emission is within the range of 500 to 600. At 500 nm, green light can be 
emitted. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have the first 
emission area be green. Additionally, the reference does not provide the specific compounds 
required by the present claims for the hole blocking layer. However, the reference does disclose 
that the blue emission area can comprise 9,10 dinaphthyl anthracene (compound B-2 of the 
present claims) and that the blue emission area can also function as a hole blocking layer. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to recognize that the 
dinaphthyl anthracene of the blue emission area acts a the hole blocking layer.
